NO DEDDINGTON NEWS IN AUGUST. : 


' ANNUAL PARISH MEETING 


NOTES on Annual Parish Meeting held in the Windmill Centre on May 1. 
The meeting was attended by 42 villagers, Dist Cllr Paul O° Sullivan and Parish Councillors Geoff Todd (abidiian), 
Bryan Clarke, Terry Clinch, Brian Cosgrove, Bill Drake, Joan Fisher, Jim Flux, Betty Hill, Barbara Lee, Nigel Oddy, 
Josie Stevens, Pat Swash and the Clerk, David Blakey. 


Cilr Todd welcomed ws good turn-out and said the PC was interested in hearing people’s views. He said that the 
village is a lovely place to live but without an active PC, which is supported and cajoled by villagers, things may 
happen which people may not like. He gave a reminder that all PC meetings are open to the public and explained why, 
on rare occasions, the PC went into closed session. This was to enable cllrs to discuss confidential matters, usually 
involving tenders for work. 


Reporting on the past year, he said it had been a time of commemoration and celebration, with VE Day, VJ Day and 

UN Day. These events of 50 years ago had been marked in the Parish by illuminating the church tower in the 

evenings. The Windmill Centre continued to be well used by a variety of clubs and organisations, providing 

Deddington with the best village facilities in north Oxfordshire. This year’s Open Day will be on May 27. The village — 
steward’s efforts were recognised when Deddington won first prize for hanging baskets in the 1995 Cherwell in Bloom 
competition, and the PC had upgraded the street lighting in the village centre. Kill Your Speed signs have been placed 

at the village entrances in a bid to slow the traffic, and the Town Hall was currently being renovated, although there 

will be no public toilets there. Cllr Todd said the PC had been pleased to be involved in the Time Capsule, which was 
buried under the Town Hall on Leap Year Day, and cllrs had also welcomed the project for a new woodland. 


The PC’s main concern over the year was in relation to planning matters, and a need for sufficient notice to be given to 
enable villagers and the PC to make their views known. Sometimes, as in the case of parking outside the dentist’s and 
an extension at the Health Centre, the PC is successful and Cllr Todd acknowledged the support of Dist Cllr 
O’Sullivan. Concern was expressed that the houses built did not in all cases correspond to the original plans for which 
permission was granted... There is a need in the village for one and two bedroomed houses and the PC hoped that future 
developments would recognise this. He ended by explaining the reason for setting a precept this year, which is needed 
to avoid erosion of the PC’s capital. 


A lively question and answer session raised a number of significant topics, including the precept, which was felt by 
some people to be unfair. Cllrs explained that it was debated long and hard and the PC agreed it was in the best 
interest of the Parish to apply a 50% precept. Mrs Olive Leslie spoke on behalf of residents in Horse Fair who felt 
very strongly about noise, car parking and possible unauthorised development at The Deddington Arms. Mr and Mrs 
Franklin of Earls Lane were also worried about the impact of developing the pub garden. Cllr Todd said the PC was 
aware of these concerns and was waiting to hear from CDC planners, Cllr Oddy, the owner of the pub, said he would 
be available to answer people’s questions after the meeting, as a private individual rather than as a cllr. Mr John 
Creswell asked about street cleaning and the Clerk told him he was constantly urging CDC to carry out their 
responsibilities. Mrs Daphne Lambert asked for something to be done about the weeds on the pavement outside the 
Acorn Stores. She was told the CC could no longer afford to spray the weeds, and it was too expensive for the PC to 
undertake because of Health and Safety regulations. The Clerk said the village steward occasionally does manual 
weed pulling. Mr Burton and Mrs Nan Harris of Hempton asked if something could be done about thick mud on the 
road and pathway, and damage to verges near the cemetery by farm vehicles. They were told that the CC has 
undertaken to reinstate the verges and the PC will take the matter up with the farmer concerned. Michael Williamson 
of Clifton said it was time someone got to grips with the Clifton Road footpath and got something done. Cllr Todd 
told him the PC was doing its best but people living in Clifton also had a part to play and should write individual 
letters to OCC. Clir O’Sullivan said the CC has a duty to maintain the footpath and if people keep putting pressure 
on, in time they will win. 


Clir Todd introduced Sgt Keith Latham, Pc Bob Donohue and Special Constable Darren Shellam, who are responsible 
for policing the Parish. Sgt Latham said their role was to work with the village to deal with crime and the fear of 
crime. He urged anyone with problems to contact Pe Donohue, as the police are unable to deal with things they are 
unaware of. Last year there were 76 crimes reported in Deddington, the majority of which were thefts from motor 
vehicles. He reminded people not to leave property on display in their cars, and he asked drivers to be more 
considerate about how they park. Pc Donohue said yellow lines were now being repainted in Hudson Street and in 
Horse Fair outside The Deddington Arms. The number to ring for Pc Donohue is 01865 266722. 


Cllr Todd thanked Mr & Mrs Canning for caring for the flower troughs, parish councillors for their efforts over the 
year and everyone for attending. The meeting ended at 9pm.

ON THE FARM Qasr 


As one of Mother's old sayings goes "A dripping June puts every- oxy 
thing in tune”. The first part of May has been very cold and ~YNHany 
if we do not soon get some rain we shall be faced with drought diicieian 

conditions again. The long dry cold "Blackthorn winter" has delayed the para 
ment of the crops by some three weeks. The oil seed rape is still not in full 
flower, the beans are only just starting to "sett" and the grass is only just 
keeping up with the sheep. 

Despite the cold nights the sheep are doing very well and we have started to sell 
fat lambs. Because of the BSE problem the trade is still holding up at about 50% 
above last year. I hope to get the ewes shorn by the end of the first week in June 
and then dipped against. sheep scab and blow fly but at the moment it is still too 
cold at night. 

Anyone who has visited Home Farm will have met Kim, our sheep dog. He is always 
ready for a game and carries a stone or ball around with him in the hope that 
someone will throw it for him to chase. Well, I got him beaten the other day when 
two lorry loads of stone for the sheep yards were delivered. He just sat down and 
did not know where to start! He has also taken to riding pillion on the farm bike 
as it gives him a head start on the rabbits! 

The cold spring has hit the bees hard and depleted their food stocks to danger 
level and I have had to start feeding them again. The dreaded Varroa mite has 
raised its ugly head and wiped out about 50% of my colonies in the last six weeks. 
I have now got it under control but it means little or no honey crop this year and 
will have a knock-on effect with reduced pollination for some of the crops and 
fruit trees. Fortunately last year was a good year for honey and I have enough in 
store to see me through. 

The house martins are back and are busy taking mud from around the pond for nest 
building. The swallows are nesting in the stables and barns ~ nine pairs this 
year. But the workshop robin has gone elsewhere. Perhaps she got fed up with 
Classic FM!

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


In 'The History of the County of Oxford, 1852' is an account of an ancient 

game once played in the Market Place of Deddington: 

"Dr Plot, who published his Natural history of Oxfordshire in 1705, tells us that 
he found the ancient game, the Quintain, much practised here, but the sport is now 
entirely disused. This exercise was practised by the Romans, and Kennet observes 
that he never met with it in any place which had not been formerly a Roman settle- 
ment. Mr Baker, the Northamptonshire historian, tells us that it was practised in 
various parts of the kingdom at the celebration of rural weddings. 

It consisted, he says 'of a high upright post, at the top of which was placed a 
cross piece on a swivel, broad at one end and pierced full of holes, and a bag of 
sand suspended at the other. The mode of running at the quintain was by a horseman 
riding full speed and striking at the broad part with all force; if he missed his 
aim, he was derided for his want of dexterity; and if he struck it and the horse 
slackened pace (which frequently happened through the force of the shock) he 
received a violent blow on the neck from the bag of sand, which swung round from 
the opposite end ; and if he succeeded in breaking the board he was hailed as the 
hero of the day.' ihe market place at Deddington was usually the theatre of this 
humorous exercise * 


Ed. note: perhaps our enterprisine Deddington Players could dream up a modern 
version of this? It might at least give the market place a break from being a 
parking lot!

+ cup (4 oz) fine dry breadcrumbs +, cup (4 oz) brown sugar 

% cup (2 oz) melted butter or margarine 16 oz of any cottage cheese 
3 tbsps of flour 2 eggs separated 

4, cup (4 oz) sugar ated peel of % orange 

1 tbsp orange juice % tsp salt 

4 f1 oz heavy cream, whipped 2 oz slivered almonds 


Blend the breadcrumbs, butter or margarine and brown sugar and press firmly over 
the bottom and halfway up sides of a generously buttered baking dish. Beat cheese 
until smooth, add flour and mix well. Beat egg yolks until thick and lemon- 
coloured and gradually beat in sugar, orange peel, juice and salt. Add this to the 
cheese mixture. Beat egg whites until stiff, and fold with the whipped cream into 
cheese mixture. 

Pour into prepared dish, sprinkle almonds on top, then place dish in a pan half 
filled with hot water. Bake at 350 deg. for 55 mins. Serve warm or cool. I serve 
with a sauce of red fruit purée but red jam is also acceptable.

GARDENING NOTES 


i 
Leaf beet, seakale, Swiss chard and rhubarb chard. These can be sown Re 
from April to July, will give a good leaf crop well into autumn and aK 
will sprout again for a crop in spring. The leaves make a tasty spinach and the 
stems can be cooked separately served with melted butter, like celery. Sow in 
drills one inch deep and eighteen inches apart. Thin out to about 4 inches between 
the plants. Rhubarb chard with its red stems and deep green leaves also looks 
attractive if sown in flower beds. One other vegetable which is worth a-try is 
vegetable spaghetti. This is related to the marrow and the cucumber so cultivation 
is similar. The seed should have been sown in a warm greenhouse (or indoors) in 
small pots during May. A soil temperature above 56 deg.F (13 deg.C) is required 
for germination. Harden off and plant out at the end of May or during June. Allow 
about 3 ft. between plants. Make a mound on which to plant. Water in the moat 
around the mound. This prevents water lying around the stem of the plant which is 
prone to rotting. Vegetable spaghetti is cooked whole. When cut open the contents 
are in.a shredded state, hence the name. OLIVER HAWES 


By now you have all planted out your containers, I'm sure. But this is an 
excellent time to buy bedding plants cheaply. If you wait until the last minute, 
Nurseries begin to get rid of their early stuff to make room for the next things, 
so look around. Try the Finmere Sunday market for bargains. You can, of course, 
grow anything in a container, from oak trees to miniature daffodils, just so long 
as you keep them fed and watered. Container growing also provides an opportunity 
to have plants which don't normally like the local soil. Pieris and the azalea/ 
rhododendron family are not happy in our lime but do well in pots in special 
compost (you can get Ericaceous compost at all Nurseries). You also have to feed 
them with special plant food. The camellias have been wonderfully good this year. 
They are quite hardy and grow quickly from a small plant. Grow them in pots and 
feed them once a month with special fertiliser. The long dangly branches should be 
shortened by one-third after flowering. MARTANNE ELSLEY

- Next, MICHAEL WILLIAMSON (married to our Parish Affairs 
Correspondent) came up with a not~so-shaggy-dog tale... 


Take two dozen howling hounds, a wintry Sunday in the countryside, a 
smelly rag on the end of a rope and a mixed bunch of beagle owners, and 
you have all the ingredients for an afternoon's drag hunting. The beaglers meet at 
a hostelry to fortify themselves against the elements then, once out in the field, 
a volunteer runs off, dragging the aniseed soaked rag behind him to lay the trail. 
On the command of the field-master the hounds are set loose. In a crescendo of 
baying the "workers" follow the scent: the novices are supposed to follow! The 
trail starts and ends at the same place so owners try to catch their hounds as they 
run past. Usually two or three laps are completed before they are all rounded up 
and the meet moves on to the next field. After five or six "lines", hounds are 
fed, watered and returned to cars while owners repair to the inn for a sumptuous 
farmhouse tea. 


And Features Editor MOLLY NEILD tells of a very special 
collection.... 


When we lived in Africa, I collected birds for my aviary. Now I collect model 
birds. No, not exquisite porcelain miniatures displayed in handsome cabinets. Mine 
are known in the family as The Batty Birds and they are made of pink jade, 
soapstone, wax, bone, coal ... and they roost on shelves all over our house. The 
piece which started the collection is a wobbly bowl in rough clay with three 
amorphous birds perched on its rim, the whole painted black with white spots. It 
was fashioned by an old lady living in a mud hut on a remote farm in Zimbabwe and 
she made it for fun. So it's truly unique! Now, sixteen years later, I have, 
among others, a fir-cone ostrich, a wax owl, a shell chicken, several variously 
shaped African guinea fowl (black with white spots again!) and crowds of tiny 
pottery birds donated by enthusiastic grandchildren. There are only two 
respectable items: a cloisonne peacock from China and a Venetian owl. 

Dusting them is actually amusing, for the memories they carry. The alabaster dove 
recalls a market high in the Atlas mountains; the coal owl conjures up vertigo 

on a cliff-walking holiday in Wales; the clay hoopoe returns me to a Cape Town 
beach. They solve present~giving problems for friends and family. They are a crazy 
collection and precious only to me. Oh - my newest favourite is a fat jaunty black 
and yellow chicken from Zimbabwe. It is made of - binliners!
